How the Stand 
Patters Propose to 


Avoid Taking Their Medicine. 


The New York Evening i'ost recent- 


ly said: "Prosperity has taken to itself 
w ing> aud Uou'ii away, but is to be 
ordered back for campaign purposes. 
It will bo at least a 'good enough pros- 
perity till after election.' " 


The I'ost, coutiuuing. shows how thu 


stand pat leaders are going to force 
the sun of prosperity to shine again; 
how they will issue orders to ihe timid 
Lu'-.'.Lfrs to loosen up \\iih loans to 
merchants, contractors and manuTac- 
turers: how they will put pressure on 
the railroads, commanding them to 
order rails aud other et]tiipmeiit "aud 
m:'.ki> th-i tall chimneys smoke again:" 
how they will crack the whip over the 
shoulders of manufacturers, adjuring 
thorn to re-employ their men and rim 
their mills to capacity, whether they 
have a market for their goods or uot. 
This is all to be done because the un- 
expected happened iu the way of a 
severo industrial depression under a 
stand pat tariff, and the beuetk-iaries 
of that tariff are to be scared into a- 
forced resumption of the appearance 
ot' prosperity through fear of losing 
their special privileges if the voters 


show their resentment by elect- 


ing real tariff revisers. 


No doubt tho scheme will work—iu 


part. 
Many men will bo put on the 


payroll, at least temporarily, and in 
certain directions there \\ill be greatlv 
increased industrial activity. If there 
comes a collapse after election, that, 
as stand patters reason, will be for- 
got tea. before another election. 


But the Evening I'ost pertinently 


raises the question w hether the voters 
cau be tooled this time by tricks of 
that sort. 
Observing that there are 


diiiicultios in the way of a graceful 
return to the stage by stand patters in 
the role of prosperity agents, the Tost 
continues: 


"Malhious spectators will ask why 


it was ever abaudoued. 
If Itepublic- 


an control of prosperity by weans of a 
high tariff is so absolute, why was it 
ever relaxed? 
A real earthly Frovi- 


deuce does not even temporarily lose 
its grip. 
Jt must be as constant as 


the sun. To have allowed the country 
to suffer for a single year must arouse 
haunting doubts in the minds of the 
faithful 'akin to those which have trou- 
bled theologians. 
If the liepublican 


tariff could uot have prevented bad 
times, then it is nut all powerful: if it 
conld, but did not. theu it is uot benev- 
olent. This is the way iu which tariff 
atheists are made.'' 


If the voters have not lost their pow- 


er of reasoning during the season of 
dull times and lean rations, it may be 
predicted that the country will be full 
of "tariff atheists"' next fall.

CANAL BRIDGES 


"Which Haie IJei-n Landmark'; in Xcw- 


ark l'<n- Many Years Will Soon 


be Things of Past. 


The removal 
of the 
old bridges 


spanning the Ohio canal in this city, 
\\ hh'h has been going on recently, by 
order of the City Council, 
in order 


•that the ditches may be filled up and 
extending the streets ( has brought to 
m'.nd the different styles ot bridges 
that prevailed here during the last 
hall centurj. Fust came the old style 
camelback 'bridges, as they \\ere de- 
r.siveh called, 
that 
were elevated 


high enough in the air to allow canal 
boats and horses to pass under them, 
the bridge on either side being 
ap- 


proached by a steep elevated 
road- 


way. 
These bridges, it 5s understood, 


were erected by a man named Guy, 
who 
formerly worked 
at the old 


Blandy machine works. 
Then came 


the turn bridges, constructed of wood 
whLch were turned by a man operat- 
ing a small turn table on the pier on 
which the bridge rested. The bridge 
was turned sideways on the ground, 
clear ot the canal, and the hosts pass- 
ed by. Finally came the 
solid iron 


bridge on Second street. It was the 
only bridge of the kind \n the city and. 
was built by the Lane Brothers about 
15 years ago. It had four large posis 
each of which was filled with six tons 
of weight. It \\as a raise bridge and 
was only raised 
once, 
when 
the 


mechanism failed 
to work and the 


brulge dropped, requiting coii 
ble -work to get the gridge in place 
again. All the other undges in the 
city over the canal were replaced \\ith 
iion bridges.

Olympic Runner Describes the Much 


Discussed 400 Meter Race. 


William C. Robbins, the Cambridge 


Y. M. C. A. quarter iniler, the first of 
the American trio to arrive home tha 
figured in that memorable 400 meter 
race at the Olympic games at London 
in speaking of the event said: "Mike 
Murphy, the trainer, said for me to 
run my own race and said the same to 
Carpenter and Taylor before we were 
called to the line and added, 'May one 
of you, and the best man, win.' 


"I darted into the pole in the firs 


fifty yards and carried my flight of 
speed all the way. Rounding the turn 
I was leading. When halfway round 
the bend I noticed a man come from 
the outside of the track and yell to the 
others behind me that it was no race 
I kept going, however, and entered the 
stretch in the lead, with both Carpen 
ter and Halswelle following close to 
me. 
' "Carpenter passed me on the outside 
and of course carried the Britishei 
out with him. We three raced for a 
good distance on even terms until Car 
penter finally passed me. Halswelle 
also headed me for a short way out 
but when I saw be was tiring I set ou 
to get second or better, and in the las, 
fifty yards I passed him and finishec 
second to Carpenter. 


"Tha latter never ran a fairer race 


and it was a great surprise to me whet 
I heard Carpenter had been disquali- 
fied. I never had a better race in m.\ 
life, and it was simply a race all the 
way. 
At least that is what I made it 


Going to the dressing rooms after the 
race, Taylor told mo that he was siiu 
ply nm off his feet and could not have 
given either Carpenter. Halswelle ot 
myself a battle. lie sa:J that Hals 
welle also acted the same, as the Brit 
ishcr's running iu the last part of the 
race "« as an evidence that he had been 
run into the earth. 


"Halswelle himself is a good fellow 


and neither I nor any of us has an;\ 
thing to say against him. It was be 
lie'ied by many that he had gone stale 
It "was reported that Carpenter did boi 
tor than 4S seconds for the distance 
and, judging from what I did in rm 
semifinal heat, which was recorded ii 
49 seconds, it must have been so. for '.

Embroidered Grass Linen Loops For 


the Summer Curtain. 


It is an art to make curtain loops 


now. Where half a dozen kinds of dif- 
ferent draperies are Ubotl on one floor 
it gives a unity to the effect to have all 
the loops, at least, alike 


The latest Is a curtain loop made of 


quaintly embroidered grass linen, that 
lustrous material which stands an\ 
number of tubbings without losing it? 
beauty. 


Such loops may be vide or narrow. 


It is possible to buy straight strips of 
the narrower bauds ready embroidered, 
and they are far from costly. Shaped 
loops are made to order or thej may 
be worked at home. The design should 
be something in keeping with the nia 
terial, and the embroidery looks best if 
done in •white cotton on a colored 
ground or in a cotton to match the 
linen. 
Small flowers placed close to 


gether, apple or cherry blossoms 01 
wistaria, are always suggestive of the 
orient. 


When cretonne, cotton, flowered taf 


feta or any of the colored materials 
sold in the shops for summer curtains 
are used, then the same may be made 
into loops, if one is earning out the 
correct scheme of decoration. Draped 
curtains are not always preferred to 
straight hanging ones, especially in the 
city, but for summer rooms in the 
country nothing could be more pleas 
ing to those who like to see that the;.

ble. Looped back curtains give a room 
a cozier and less formal appearance 
than straight hanging ones, which is 
another reason why this style is adapt- 
ed to the country houses. 


Antique supports for curtain loops 


are being reeved and are much liked 
for cretonne draperies. Perhaps thej 
are not quite so large as w ere the huge 
gilded metal rosettes upon which the 
long trailing curtains of dajs gone bj 
were draped, but in every other detail 
they are identical.
